NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—(NANA) 
An outburst of fresh liquidation and 
the resumption of professional short 
selling caused renewed weakness in 


the general stock market today and in 
many instances put prices of good 
stocks down to new low prices for this 


levels in two years. 


There was no unfavorable news to 
account for the additional selling, of- 
ferings being due to the general feel- 
ing of apathy, the hopelessness which 
prevails in the financial district and 
disgust on the part of holders of 
stocks. 

Westinghouse Electric & Manufac- 
turing and General Electric were sub- 
jected to pressure throughout the ses- 
sion and were leaders in the down- 
ward movement. Heaviness of West- 
inghouse was attributed to the state- 
ment of earnings for the third quar- 
ter showing that the dividend for the 
three months had not been earned. 
Westinghouse and General Electric | 
were targets for the bear element, 
other good seasoned issues being of- | 
fered down in sympathy. | 

American Can and United States 
Steel suffered with the balance of the | 
list, but the’ fact that those issues 
did not decline to the lowest prices 
recorded last week was a source of 
consolation and raised hopes that 
those issues were meeting with sup- 
port at present levels. 

WEAKNESS ALMOST 
EVERYWHERE. 

The most discouraging phase of the | 
market was the prevalence of weak- 
ness in practically all groups. Oil 
shares were offered in liberal volume 
because of reports that the price of 
mid-continent crude oil would be re- 
duced 25 cents a barrel in the near 
future. The passing of the $1.50 an- 
nual dividend on Pure Oil common 
stock also emphasized the unfavorable 
conditions prevailing in the oil sit- 
uation. Texas Corporation also show- 
ed weakness and sold off to a uew 
low record price. 

SHORTS STANDING PAT. 

The big professional shorts, who 
have been right on the market for 
months, continue to adhere to their 
positions, and the lower prices they 
are predicting might seem ridiculous 
except for the fact that recent pre- 
dictions have materialized. 

The big bears are not bearish on 
the country but stick to their recent 
statements that the market is in 
technical weak condition due to the 
fact that there is an oversupply of 
stocks pressing for sale with a mini- 
mum amount of real buying by bank- 
ing interests. 

The bears are also predicting that 
there will have to be a readjustment 
of the capitalizations of many com- 
panies through the reduction of the 
amount of common stock outstanding. 


HEAVY CASH BUYING. 


One favorable development is the 
steady absorption of stocks by small 
investors. Large commission houses 
report that most of their selling is 
the closing out of margined stock, 
whereas practically all of the buying 
is for cash and by people who are tak- 
ing the stocks out of the Street. This 
kind of cash buying is not aggressive, 
the stocks being taken at the prices 
named by the purchasers and on every 
decline. One commission house re-

Health Talks

THE PERIODICAL HEALTH | 
EXAMINATION MOVEMENT 


In order to do this suavely I sup- 
pose I should go back for several 
years and review my own reachments 
down to date. But I don’t mind con- 
fessing I have been converted from an 
advocate of the periodical medical ex- 
amination habit to a heretic. 

At the recent meeting of the British 
Medical Association in Winnipeg, Dr. 
Robert Hutchison, noted English au- 
thority on diseases of children, said 
that the idea of the periodical medical 
examination is that diseases may be 
detected in their early stages and cor- 
rected before they have gone too far. 
He conceded that this might happen 
sometimes, but he contended it would 
be better for the patient to know noth- 
ing about most of the defects which 
such examination reveals. 

That is why I have been converted. 
I have observed so much of the evil 
wrought by such examinations, and so 
little of the good. 

Dr. Hutchison went on to say there 
is a lot of nonsense talked about the 
detection of the beginnings of disease. 
Most diseases either cannot be detect- 
ed early, or if they are, cannot be cor- 
rected or cured. 

Now take pulmonary tuberculosis. 
I'm taking it as an example—Dr. 
Hutchison didn’t. At first it might 
seem a pretty sinister exception to Dr. 
But I do 


not regard it so. We'll see why in a 


following paragraph. 


The wise plan, said Dr. Hutchison, 
is, if you feel anything wrong in the 
working of the machine, to go to the 


family doctor, who is the mechanic | 


whose business it is to put it right, but 


otherwise to think as little about it 


as possible. 

Dr. Hutchison could not resist the 
impulse to drag in the simile of the 
automobile and the mechanic, although 


he had already reminded his audience 


that they all knew what happens to 
the motor car of the man who is al- 
wavs lifting up the bonnet to tinker 
with the engine. , 

In the past 10 or 12 years I estt- 
mate I have saved at least $60 by 
neglecting to brush my teeth. Brushes 
and dentifrices for 10 years probably 
cost that much. The $60 I have 
gladly paid over to my dentist for 
just occasional inspections and minor 


repairs.

You cannot broaden that power as 
written in iue present constitution, 
except to strike «ut the 1904 amnend- 
ment limiting the ad valorem tax to 
not more than 5 mills. The legis- 
lature can increase that at any time 
by requiring assessment of all prop- 
erty at current market value. 

General T* mbs and the convention 
made the power of the general assem- 
bly over taxation unlimited, so that 
the state might always be able to 
raise wuatever revenues are necessary 
for its functions. 

Propetty classification and income 
tax are already in the constitution. 
No revision or amendment is needed, 
or ever has been, to obtain those 
powers,

Arthur Woods, 60, Harvard grad- 
uate, is the ideal man for the job of 
“unofficial secretary of unemploy- 
ment.”

New York Stock Exchange member- 
ships aré not as eagerly sought after | 
these days as they were last year. 
The market value of a membership 
before the crash in 1929 and today 
tell the story. The most recent sale 
of a seat reported was at $217,000, 
against a high of $625,000 last year. 
The 1,375 seats on the exchange have 
now an aggregate market value of 
$298,375,000, as against $680,625,000 
for the same seats at the top price 
during 1929. This is a drop in the 
total value of exchange memberships 
of nearly $400,000,000 in the last 12 
months. 

Why the drop? Greatly reduced 
volume of sales, plus large overhead 
expenses. Probably half of the stock 
exchange houses today are in the red 
—that is, losing money. 

“As business is today, $200,000 is 
a good price for a New York Stock 
Exchange seat. The volume of sales 
now does not warrant a higher price. 
If existing conditions were to last, 
one might secure a sent for $150, 
even less. But how can these condi- 
tions continue indefinitely?’ said one 
stock exchange member to this writer 
in discussing the present low prices 
of seats on the exchange. 

No, stocks are not the only prop- 
erty which have depreciated in value 
in Wall Street.

John Foster Dulles, New York 
lawyer, one-time member of the Ger- 
mans reparations commission, thinks 
Germany is able to pay her repara- 
tions at this time. He cities the fact 
that her exports are steadily increas- 
ing, and now exceed for the first time 
those of Great Britain. 

“Germany's financial and economic 
burdens would not be lightened if at 
the same time she lost the power to 
inspire confidence in her credit, with- 
out which no nation can prosper,’ 
says Mr. Dulles. 

Mr. Dulles advises Germany to shun 
those leaders “who deliberately stimu- 
late a spirit of pessimism and defeat- 
ism in order that Germany may shed 
her reparation obligations.” 

Reports continue to come in from 
the different capitals of Europe that 
a five-year moratorium on war debts 
is being cooked up. The favorite argu- 
mént is that it will become increas- 
ingly hard for the allied governments 
to keep payments to the United States 
if the German reparation payments 
are suspended.
